DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8, 10-12, 14-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re elms 1-8, 10-12 and 14-27, the prior art of record does not teach nor render 
obvious the claimed combination wherein comprising a shroud wall formed about a 
circumference of one of the pulleys, and wherein the shroud wall has a laterally 
extending interior surface. 

Re elms 28-30, the prior art of record does not teach nor render obvious the 
claimed combination wherein comprising a scrolling surface formed on the shroud wall 
and case, wherein said scrolling surface represents a continuous airflow channel 
surface comprised of an interior surface of said shroud wall and an interior surface of a 
portion of the case, the interior surface of said shroud wall extending continuously into 
the interior surface of the portion of said casing.
